Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 23, 24, 26, 27, 34, 35, 37-39 and 44-48 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

□ The prior art fails to teach an apparatus of Claims 23, 26, 34, 37, 44 and 
46 that specifically comprises the following: 

- The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 
improvement over the admitted prior art of the instant application and the 
invention patented in Pat. No. WO 00/31889, US 5,818,882, US 
6,381,234, 6,598,198 and US 6,754,290. The improvement comprises: 
With regard claim 23, 34 and 44, " wherein the number of 
said plurality of portions of data symbols is based on a data rate of 
data symbols of said frame of data. " as recited in combination with 
other limitation as claimed in Claims 23, 34 and 44, respectively. 

With regard claim 26, 37 and 46, " wherein the number of 
said plurality of channel elements assigned to each frame of data is 
based on a data rate of the data symbols in each of said plurality of 
frames of data ." as recited in combination with other limitation as 
claimed in Claims 26, 37 and 46, respectively.
